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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of tlie second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 3, the phrase "capable of causing a crack" is not clear in scope. 
Does this mean that there must actually be some sort of crack for the claim to be 
infringed? If not, then how would one judge whether something is capable of causing a 
crack? In claim 23, "on order to cause a crack" is similarly unclear. Is a crack actually 
present (or "caused")? 

In claim 2, "a freely strippable seal member" is similarly unclear. Must something 
actually be stripped? And if not, how would one know what is "freely strippable" and 
what isn't? Are there some sort of standards by which one could measure strippability? 
With respect to damage caused by a stripping operation perhaps? Claim 23 has a 
similarly unclear phrase, "for stripping off a seal." Is the seal actually stripped off? 

In claims 8, 9, 10, and 24, a "performance deterioration material" is recited. 
What is a performance deterioration material? How would one know whether a device 
includes such a material? 
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In claim 22, "in order to deteriorate a performance of the organic semiconductor 
as the starting device" is not clear. What is a starting device, and how would one know 
if its performance is deteriorated?
